Britain has frequently 
been arraigned on a multitude of 
tendentious matters, but in replying 
the British Government have taken the 
view that their achievement in the 
trust territories was so oulstanding— 
as indeed it is—that they would try 
to use the trusteeship organs of the 
United Nations to advertise these facts 
rather than let themselves be put in 
the prisoner's box. Their policy has 
been generally effective with the 
Trusteeship Council; but the committee, 
which includes a far higher proportion 
of Powers with no territories to 
administer, has yet again produced 
vexatious criticisms of British adminis- 
tration. The latest target is British 
Honduras, where economic and social 
conditions are certainly far superior to
